Scanlan 
began his discussion Monday 
night with an apology for not 
coming to town officials to 
inform them of the LRTA’s 
extension of its Lowell to 
Tewksbury route, 

The LRTA views the exten- 
sion to the commuter rail at 
Wilmington Station on Route 


38 as an asset and bringing 
value to the community. 

“You've really become a 
closer neighbor in some 
respects to Tewksbury and to 
Lowell,” said Scanlan 

“It's going to be a great ser- 
vice to the community,” said 
Selectman Michael McCoy. 
“You don’t need to apologize. 
I think its great and I think 
it’s a win for everybody.” 

The LRTA route 12 begins at 
the Kennedy Center in Lowell 
and currently makes nine 
stops: two in Lowell (High 
and Andover Street and

reducing withdrawals from 
municipal wells is not a sil- 
ver bullet.

A narrow focus on a resi- 
dential standard of 65 gal- 
lons per day is not the way 
to best measure good water 
system management.

“one size fits all” standard is 
not the answer, Each 
municipal water supplier 
should be encouraged to fol- 
low best management prac- 
tices that will improve water 
conservation, decrease 
water loss and promote wise 
water use. There also needs 
to be a holistic approach to 
water resources manage- 
ment so that communities 
can invest in techniques that 
will produce the best envi- 
ronmental outcome. This 
will ensure that fish and 
wildlife are protected but 
the needs of adequate drink- 
ing water, fire protection 
and economic growth are 
met

ing attention to the high water 
rates coming through the per- 
manent membership. The 
total budget for the MWRA for 
FY10 is $603.5 million. Capital 
financing for the organization 
is $354.4 million, or 58 percent 
of the budget. Debt servicing 
alone will increase from FY09 
to FY10 by 29.9 percent, 
according to MWRA docu- 
ments. 

Further, MacDonald 
expressed concern that 1-93 
development in North 
Wilmington may generate 
toxic runoff from the Sutton 
Brook Superfund site; thereby 
damaging the remaining 
wells in the area. Thus, 
Macdonald wanted to see the 
results of the test wells, which 
he says were not included in 
the report on file at the town’s 
library. 

When MacDonald ¢alled 
Weston and Sampson he told 


them he is from the town of 
Wilmington and asked for the 
drilling report, but the 
employee was reluctant to 
release the report without the 
permission of Michael Woods, 
the Water and Sewer 
Superintendent. The Weston 
and Sampson employee 
attempted to initiate a confer- 
ence call, however Woods was 
unavailable. 

So MacDonald, living almost 
literally around the corner 
from the water department, 
drove over to the facility and 
found Woods in his office. 

Being mid-afternoon, Woods 
was tied up with pressing 
matters and wasn’t able to 
accommodate a drop-in visit 
Woods told the Crier that he 
offered to give MacDonald his 
complete attention in an 
appointment the next day, or 
that MacDonald could put his 
question in writing and Woods 
would answer it through the 
Town Clerk. But MacDonald 
said he had a “30 second ques- 
tion,” and passed the adminis- 
trative assistant’s desk and 
went into the office. 

Woods, however, asserts that 


Macdonald pushed his way 
into the office, shoving past 
the administrative assistant. 

“He was demanding docu- 
ments and the superinten- 
dent’s time. He was told he 
could make an appointment 
for anytime the following day, 
but he became belligerent,” 
said Woods. “She [the admin- 
istrative assistant] tried to 
help him as best she could, 
but he just came barging 
through and pushed her out of 
the way. I asked him to leave 
and he politely left.” 

Woods added that 
MacDonald was not enraged 
or looking to do any real bod- 
ily harm. Still, Woods contact 
ed Wilmington Police who 
hand delivered the trespass 
notice on the 28th. The notice 
specifically prohibits 
MacDonald from going to the 
Water Department office at 
Brown’s Crossing at Woburn 
and Andover Streets. 

According to Lt. Christopher 
Neville a violation of the 
notice will lead to police 
involvement and an arrest or 
summons. The order is valid 
until the person that issues it 


rescinds it. 

MacDonald denies touching 
the secretary at all. 

“The notice was totally 
unjustified,” said MacDonald 
when the Crier asked for a 
comment. “This no-trespass- 
ing thing was really a joke.” 

MacDonald says he did ask 
his question about the well 
driller reports, but never 
received a response, Woods 
says he never received a letter 
from Macdonald through the 
Town Clerk’s office. The town, 
having voted at town meeting 
to join the MWRA, already 
has the project in place and 
the water is flowing. 

MacDonald also recently 
warned, especially consider- 
ing the wet spring the region 
has had, that when water 
usage is low water rates tend 
to increase to meet the bud- 
get 

“Conservation measures 
actually drive the price up,” 
agreed Woods, who still 
strongly advocates for water 
conservation measures, “but 
the water is still reasonably 
priced.”

seeds, and was probably one 
of the first persons to engage 
in such a business. It is said 
that she became wealthy, and 
when the steeple of the 

tional Church blew 
down in 1874, she bought the 
clock for the new steeple. 
Later she attempted to give 
the town some stock, and the 
selectmen, suspicious of her 
motives, declined to her offer. 


+ Miss Carter became so upset 


that she decided not to be 
buried in Wilmington. 
Instead, she is buried in 
Woburn. 

Some time before World 
War I, (1917), a bandstand 
was built near the point of the 
common. 

Some 60 years later, David 
McMillan, president of the 
WHS Class of 1977, proposed 
to the selectmen that they be 
allowed to build a new band- 
stand, a gazebo, as their 
graduation gift to the town. 

Mrs. Ethel Williams, then 
87, attended the selectmen’s 
meeting. Her recollection 
was that the gazebo was at 


the point end of the common, 
near the watering trough. She 
could not remember any 
dates. But she had moved to 
town in 1897 at the age of 
seven, Her father, Jeseph 
Stark, bought a farm, which 
he later sold to the Friend 
brothers, 

Mrs. Williams told Adele 
Passmore that she could 
remember watering her 
horse at the trough, and see- 
ing the gazebo,right there. 

A much more vivid memory 
came from Stanley Webber, 
who had played on it. He said 
for certain that it was there 
at the time of World War I. 

He said that at the time of 
the third Liberty Loan Drive, 
Howard Eames’ daughter 
had“sung-the. Star Spangled 
Banner, accompanied by 
Webber on the coronet. 

He said that Gerald Frazee 
was the leader of the Yankee 
Division Band. Frazee grew 
up on Church Street and later 
bought a house on Burlington 
Avenue, opposite Harris 
Street. Other members of the 
band were Harold Waterman,

To begin, call the Massachusetts Adop- 
tion Resource Exchange (MARE), for referrals to agencies in your’ 
area, A social worker will meet with you, then refer you for the 
Massachusetts Approach to Partnerships in Parenting (MAPP) 
training. After completing the MAPP course, you'll have meetings 
with a social worker who will conduct your “homestudy” to explore 
adoption possibilities with you and begin to match you with a wait- 
ing child. It's important to balance patience with persistence to

Easy, effective ways to protect 
your eyes while at work 


For many of the nation's 
office workers, keeping eyes 
healthy and going strong is a 
legitimate concern. Hours 
spent in front of a computer 
monitor is not the ideal situa 
tion for a person's eyes, yet 
many people are at a loss as 
to how to protect their eyes 
while still getting their work 
done. 


According to the National 
Institute for Occupational 
Safety and Health (NIOSH), 
two hours of computer use 
per day is all it takes to devel- 
op what is now referred to as 
Computer Vision Syndrome 
(CVS). CVS can include 
symptoms such as itchy or 
fatigued eyes and eyes that 
grow sensitive to light after 
prolonged computer use. 
Though computers aren't 
going anywhere, there are 
ways workers can minimize 
their risk of CVS while still 
getting their work done. 


Beware of light reflections. 
Glare and shadows can nega- 
tively impact vision when sit- 
ting at the computer, When 
working at a desk, be sure to 
avoid facing an unshaded 
window or having an unshad- 
ed window directly behind 
you. If the layout of your 
office insists on either 
arrangement, use curtains, 
shades or blinds. To reduce 
reflections, position your desk 
and computer so the window 
is off to the side of your com- 
puter. 


Consult your eye doctor. A 
big contributor to vision prob- 
lems resulting from working 
at a computer is often the 
atypical distance the comput- 
er screen is from the eyes. 
The text on a computer 
screen is often farther away 
than the text might be when 
we're reading a book, but 
closer than the text on street 
signs when we're driving. 
This intermediate distance

It might be the computer. 
Chances are the position of 
your computer monitor is 
playing a role in how well or 
how bad your eyes are feel- 
ing. Ideally, the monitor 
should be in a position where 
you are looking just over the 
top of the monitor when star- 
ing straight ahead. Keep the 
monitor at a slight upward 
angle as well, so your eyes 
are looking slightly downward 
when reading. Eyes focus 
more accurately when look- 
ing slightly downward, so this

Effective ways to 


banish bad breath 


One of the first things many people notice about other peo- 
ple is their smile. A beautiful smile can make a strong first 
impression and boost an individual's confidence as well. 

But as strong an impression as a beautiful smile can make, 
the breath behind that smile is equally important. Bad breath, 
for example, can quickly negate a good smile, no matter how 
beautiful it is. While what you eat plays a role in whether or 
not you have bad breath, other factors influence how your 
breath smells as well. 


Lifestyle Habits 

Certain lifestyle habits strongly influence an individual's 
breath. People who do not brush or floss daily, for instance, are 
far more likely to have bad breath. That's because food parti- 
cles remain in the teeth after eating, promoting the growth of 
bacteria between teeth, on the tongue and around the gums. 
That bacterial growth results in bad breath. 

Another factor that contributes to bad breath is smoking or 
chewing tobacco. Tobacco-based products are very detrimen- 
tal to a person's oral hygiene, causing bad breath but potential- 
ly contributing to gum irritation, stained teeth and a reduced 
ability to taste foods as well. 


Individual Health 

Bad breath isn't always a reflection of a person's diet or 
lifestyle choices. Sometimes bad breath might be indicative of 
a larger issue such as gum disease. As plaque builds up on the 
teeth, the resulting bacteria cause toxins to form in the mouth 
Those toxins irritate the gums. While gum irritation is often 
painful enough, allowing it to go untreated can result in worse 
problems, including damage to the jawbone. 

Other ailments can contribute to bad breath as well. In 
addition to diabetes, liver or kidney problems can contribute to 
bad breath, as can chronic respiratory problems such as bron- 
chitis or pneumonia. Acid reflux can also contribute to bad 
breath. 

Prevention 

While there's no guaranteed way to banish bad breath for- 
ever, there are ways to reduce or prevent it 

* Stop smoking. Smokers or people who chew tobacco can 
greatly reduce their risk for bad breath by quitting. While 
that's easier said than done, it's as close to a guarantee to 
reducing bad breath as smokers will find. 

* Stay hydrated. Dry mouth often results in bad breath, so 
staying hydrated by drinking lots of water can reduce bad 
breath. Also, chewing sugarless gum can stimulate the produc- 
tion of saliva, helping to keep the mouth moist in the process. 

* Visit the dentist. Many people fear the dentist's chair, but 
visiting the dentist at least twice a year can greatly reduce the 
risk of bad breath. A dentist can give a thorough cleaning and

Waste Collection Program 
on July 1, 2009 will save the 
Town an estimated $76,976 
in the FY10 budget, but 
what do the changes mean 
for residents?” is the $76,000 
question in the “Tewksbury 
‘Town Crier.” 

“Each resident who is 
now serviced by the Town’s 
Waste Management 
Program will receive one 64 
gallon wheeled cart for 
their weekly solid waste. 
Implementation in other 
communities has shown 
that only five to 10 percent 
of residents require an addi- 
tional cart, which is avail- 
able for order at a cost of 
$145 each from the Board of 
Selectmen’s office. This 
cost reflects the cost of the 
solid waste that must be 
allocated and disposed plus 
the amortization of the 
wheeled cart. 

“Occasionally residents 
may have additional solid 
waste. Residents will be 
permitted to purchase bags 
at a cost of $5 per sticker to 
be affixed to a trash bag 
from the Allied Waste office 
in Tyngsboro. Stickers may 
be purchased by mailing a 
check to Allied Waste or by 
calling them to charge on a 
credit card.

into the bags.” 

“Cressman said that resi- 
dents in condominium com- 
plexes will experience the 
most significant changes 
based on the condominium 
owners’ desire to be serv- 
iced by the Town’s solid 
waste and recycling pro- 
gram. 

As of July Ist, 2009 a 35- 
gallon wheeled cart will be 
delivered to each condo- 
minium unit except in a few 
instances where containers 
already exist at condomini- 
ums for their solid waste. 
These residents can use 
their former trash recepta- 
cles for recycling. 

Additional 35-gallon carts 
may be purchased at town 
hall for a cost of $120. 
Collection of both solid 
waste and recycling for con- 
dominiums will happen on 
Wednesdays as in the rest of 
the town. 

“Where solid waste con- 
tainers already exist in sev- 
eral condominium complex- 
es such as The Village and 
Emerald Court, they will 
continue to use the contain- 
er and not the wheeled 
carts. These complexes will 
attain recycling services 
through the addition of 
recycling containers near 
the solid waste container. 

“In February the Town 
met with representatives of 
condominium complexes to 
discuss this program, 
achieve approval of the 35- 
gallon carts (because con- 
dos typically produce less 
trash than single family 
homes and also have less 
space to store carts), and to 
educate about the recycling 
program. 

“Tewksbury Recycling 
Committee Member Sean 
Czarniecki said, ‘One of the 
exciting aspects of the 
upcoming change is that 
condominiums and town- 
houses will now be incorpo- 
rated into the town's collec- 
tion program. This will pro- 
vide owners of these units 
the opportunity to recycle. 
Of all the calls/emails we 
receive, the most consistent 
topic is 'How can we [con- 
dos/townhouses] recycle? 

All of our education pro- 
grams can also now move 
forward knowing that chil- 
dren learning about recy- 
cling in school will go home 
and not be conflicted when 
they want to recycle and are 
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told that they cannot.”
